last of the independent kings of the 
Pacific islands. 
He 
succeeded 
his 
great-grandfather in 1893. 
At 
the 
time he was a college boy of 21, at 
school in New Zealand, fonder of 
cricket and rowing 
than 
of 
the 
science of government. 
Physically, 
however, he filled the post of king 
to perfection, being over 6 feet in 
height 
and 
weighed 
nearly 
275 
pounds. 
During his period as king he ob­ 
stinately refused to keep within his 
official income of $6,000 a year, and 
he always succeeded in inducing the 
British 'treasury officials to endorse 
his overdrafts. His promise to repay 
these advances were heartfelt at the 
time, but never /materialized into 
anything substantial. 
For the first eight years 
of 
his 
reign he “refused to marry, and he 
had many a quarrel with his chiefs 
and nobles on this 
subject. 
After 
throwing over the princesses whom 
they picked for him one after an­ 
other, he made his own choice, of­ 
fending the nobility by picking out 
a girl of the common people named 
Lavinia, whose daughter now suc­ 
ceeds to the throne. 
The nobility 
boycotted the king for a long time 
after the marriage.

In 1900, when the British sent a 
j mission to Tonga 
to 
negotiate 
a 
j treaty which would place the islands 
I more securely under the protection 
j of the British crown, King George 
I appointed an easy-going old gentle- 
I man as his plenipotentiary, but eon- 
! ducted all the negotiations himself. 
| He made notes 6f the proceedings in

clauses of the treaty on his own type- 
; writer. He received the British coin- 


i missioners with a guard 
of 
honor 


I consisting of his 
entire 
standing 
j army of twenty men, dressed in ar­ 
tillery uniforms. 
They 
fired 
the 
proper salute from field guns and 
then doubled back to the palace to 
I parade as infantry, while their brass 
band played the Tonga national an- 
! ihem. 
On King George’s visit to the Brit 
ish ship which housed 
the 
treaty 
commissioners, he appeared in the 
uniform of a general of the Tongan 
army, his breast covered with dec­ 
orations. He explained these by say­ 
ing that, as no foreign sovereign had 
seen fit to confer a decoration on 
him. he had instituted one of his own 
and was wearing all the grades, from 
Grand Cross to Companion. 
There is a story that the Tongans 
declared their neutrality at the be­ 
ginning of the present war, but the 
story is untrue. 
The Tongans are 
the best-educated of the Polynesian 
natives. 
In their native college they 
learn mathematics, history and short­ 
hand. They are excellent carpenters 
and boat builders, and their remark­ 
able fondness for crickett made it 
necessarw to prohibit the game for 
six days a week if famine was to be 
averted, for the plantations were en­ 
tirely neglected for the cricket field.

From this he deducted 
1 per cent per bushel for the commis­ 
sion firm’s charges, which put the net 
price t o. b. Sikeston at $2.1002. 
He next compared this price with 
what he could get lf he sold at St 
Louis, his nearest primary market. At 
St Louis the basic price is $2.18 per 
bushel, and the freight rate from 
Sikeston to S t Louis 6 cents per bush­ 
el. 
This would make the Sikeston 
price $2.12, less I cent per bushel for 
selling charges, or $2.11 net The St 
Louis price would therefore govern, 
being advantageous to the Sikeston 
seller. 
If our Imaginary 2 bushels of wheat 
had started from Sikeston, since it was 
a No. 2 grade, we must deduct 3 cents 
per bushel, which would bring the 
price t o. b. the elevator point to 
$2.0802 per bushel. As our Imaginary 
elevator man Is charging 5 cents per 
bushel for handling, which includes 
the commission fee just mentioned, we 
deduct an additional 4 cents to arrive 
at the price the farmer received. This 
price would be $2.0402 at the elevator. 
Some of that 4 cents will return to our 
former lf the elevator prospers; for it 
is owned co-operatively.

Just as Much of Their Food 
Stuff at Home aa la Pos-

sible. 


In February representatives of the 
Extension Division of Oklahoma A. A 
M. College met in Oklahoma City 
with the editors cl Oklahoma farm 
papers to work out a program for the 
food and feed campaign in 1918. 
Nine suggestions wsre drafted as 
follows: 
I- Home Gardens—For both town 
and country. 
I. Sufficient grain feed supply. 
3. The smell grains—Early pre­ 
paration of seedbed for 191$ planting. 
4» Hay sad forage crops—Enough 
for home needs and a little surplus. 
Pres and peanuts to be grown 
where practicable. 
5. Home supply of milk, butter 
and eggs. 
$. Poultry—Doubts 
th# 
normal 
production. 
7. Let the immediately available 
farm labor supply determine the acre­ 
age and diversity. 
8. Elimination of waste. 
9. Home canning and drying and 
substitution of foods. 
It will be noted that the above pro­ 
gram was prepared with the men 
folks personally, in mind. Miss Emma 
A. Chandler, director of women’s 
work of the Extension Division sub­ 
mitted a supplementary program in 
which women will be the chief factor. 
Miss Chandler’s suggestions are as 
follows: 
In the western part of the state 
every family should raise lady peas, 
black-eyed peas, Crowder and Whip­ 
poorwill peas, peanuts, for the family 
"able, 
onion 
seta, 
beets, 
carrots, 
parsnips, Swiss chard, spinach, mus- 
'ard, turnips to be used as greens, 
Irish potatoes, sweet potatoes, tepary 
and pinto beans, okra and cabbage. 
In the eastern part or the state, that 
is all counties east of the west lins 
oT Logan, Oklahoma. Garvin, Carter 
and 
Love 
counties, 
every 
family 
should raise cowpeas, beets, turnips, 
early cabbage, Swiss chard, onions 
from seeds and sets, sweet potatoes, 
Irish potatoes, peanuts, lima, string, 
and pole beans, tomatoes, English 
ness, sweet corn and okra. 
ftunoughout the state the use of 
iwultrs iud eggs as a substitute for 
meat, tvKv as much poultry as last 
year, 12 hens on every backyard in 
^&*n, and 12 capons on every farm 
to supply meat, were among the 
things recommended. 
No one doubts the seriousness of 
the food and feed situation. In parts 
of Oklahoma and Texas, with the ex­ 
perience of last year’s drought and 
high prices paid for feed from other 
states to maintain the livestock,' It is 
likely that a great deal of attention 
will be paid to rough feedstuffs. 
If 
the Southwest is to continue as a 
livestock country, it Is necessary that 
enough feed be raised to render this 
part of the country free from the 
necessity of shipping in high priced 
feeds from the north.

Allowance to German Cripples. 
---------- 
Amsterdam, April I.— A “mutilA 
tion allowance” ranging from $6,7$ 
to $13.50 a month is what the Ger­ 
man soldier gets from 
a 
grateful 
fatherland for injuries which make 
it impossible, or almost impossible, 
for him to earn a living. 
Recent legislation has fixed these 
new amounts, and it is provided that 
the regulations shall be “interpret- 
ted in a. liberal sense.” Thus, if ann 
or leg wounds may be fairly regard­ 
ed as equivalent to the complete loss 
of the limb, the invalid is entitled to 
the allowance. 
The allowance is also earned when 
the consequences of head wounds or 
internal injuries involve regular hos­ 
pital attendance, or, as the regulation 
puts it, “if the invalid cannot take 
nounishment in public— owing to in­ 
juries to the face or jaw—without at­ 
tracting public notice.” 
All these come under the lower 
scale. The higher 
rate 
applies to 
those unfortunate war victims, form­ 
erly the sole bread-winners of their 
families, who have become complete 
mental wrecks and require continu­ 
ous care.

ed camp in the edge of the German 
concession. 
Protests by certain resi­ 
dents of Tientsin against the dump­ 
ing of these refugees here have been 
rendered pointless by the efficient ad­ 
ministration of the camp by Colonel 
W. P. Wilder which has prevented its 
becoming a menace to the health of 
the community'. 
Within a tract perhaps five acres in 
extent, hundreds of huts have been 
constructed out of reeds and mud for 
the housing of the unfortunates. R. 
Allen White* civil 
engineer 
from 
Iowa, designed the huts, using only 
material at hand which 
could 
be 
gathered without cost. They are ar­ 
ranged in regular aeries all facing 
south, spaces between constituting 
the streets of a miniature village. 
One Chinese man, head of a family 
is designated in each street as a sort 
of police to look after the residents 
in his jurisdiction, and he is respon­ 
sible to army officers who inspect the 
quarters each morning. A cook-house 
school room, 
bath-house, 
hospital, 
workshop and latrines, all sanitarily 
constructed out of roughlum ber and 
kept scrupulously clean, complete the 
refugee village. A careful census is 
kept and families are rationed from 
the cook-house per capita with plain, 
nourishing food. 
In the school room the Associated 
Press correspondent counted 
HO 
boys from six to ten years of age, 
ranged along plank counters answer­ 
ing th* purpose of desks, 
pouring 
over tho Chinese primers. The teach­ 
er wa* h young Chinese man of per­ 
haps twoney-flve. 
Crude and primitive as it all is, 
only a normal number of cases of ill­ 
ness have occurred in the six months' 
life of the camp and the refugees ap­ 


pear extremely contented with their 
lot.

The daily in/pection is quite an 
event in the “village” and all the in­ 
habitants gather in the “streets” and 
watch proceedings with evident inter­ 
est. 
Babies scarcely able to 
walk 
stand at attention and salute the of­ 
ficers in imitation of their elders.

ENGLISH PEASANTS HOARD 
FORTUNES IN GOLD. 
(By the Associated Press) 
London, June 19.—The high cost 
of living, greatly enhanced by the 
war, is causing the poor in country 
districts to dig into their savings and 
is 
revealing 
that 
a 
considerable 
amount of gold has long been hoard­ 
ed. 
For generations it has been the 
custom of the English poor, particu­ 
larly in villages, to 
save 
in 
gold, 
which they bury. 
They have little 
faith in banks, paper money or in­ 
vestments. 
A few weeks ago an old shepherd 
died, and those that assembled in the 
cottage after the funeral were amaz­ 
ed to see one of the relatives attack 
the hearthstone with a crowbar to get 
at the “will,” as he put it. Hefinally 
unearthed a hoard of 200 sovereigns. 
Several days before an aged bas­ 
ketm aker died, he told a clergyman 
where he had his “stocking” buried. 
It was a pewter tea caddy containing 
more than 150 gold coins. 
According to calculations of vil­ 
lage wiseacres, the amount of golden 
sovereigns hoarded in English cot­ 
tages reaches into the millions.

“The war is certain to last apother 
year after this one and we must save 
enough wheat from this harvest to 
guard against a lean year for 1919,” 
he sid.
